to escape from authorities closing on 
the location.

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The Los Angeles Times reported 
that shortly after canisters of tear gas 
were fired into the cabin near Big 
Bear, a single gunshot was heard from 
inside. Soon after, the cabin burst into 
flames. 

Authorities later found a body inside 
the cabin, according to the LA Times. 

Officers responding to a reported 
home invasion near Big Bear and car 
theft Tuesday afternoon exchanged 
gunfire with a man matching Dorner’s 
description. The exchange left one of- 
ficer dead and another wounded. 

The suspect crashed the vehicle he 
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stole, fleeing then on foot to the cabin 
where authorities found the body. 

Students pulled up extra chairs 
and stood in a normally empty hall to 
watch the story unfold. Alana Johnson, 
a program assistant in the USU, said 
there usually weren’t so many students 
crowded around the television. 

“There’s never students standing,” 
she said. “I saw the crowd and won- 
dered if it was Dorner.” 

Johnson said she was holding off on 
her lunch break to watch-the breaking 
news. 

Jonathon Cancino, a junior -busi- 
ness economics major, agreed, saying 
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Senior Patrick O’Rourke takes a picture of the breaking news on 
Christopher Dorner to put on his Facebook page.

At 5 feet 5 inches tall and weighing 
150 pounds, with a pair of thick calf 
muscles that inspired his mother to 
call him “elephant legs” while grow- 
ing up, Cal State Long Beach alumnus 
Chris Phan doesn’t fit the stereotypi- 
cal appearance of a dancer. 

But Phan’s passion and do-whatev- 
er-it-takes-attitude has still taken him 
across the country to dance in New 
York City. 

After graduating from CSULB in 
fall 2012 with a bachelor’s degree in 
dance, 22-year-old Phan left the sunny 
weather of Southern California behind 
for the blizzards of New York City to 
take an apprenticeship with the Bill T. 
Jones/Arnie Zane Dance Company. 

Phan met the worldwide traveling 
company last summer when Bill T. 
Jones, a two-time Tony award-win- 
ning choreographer, came to CSULB 

‘to do residency choreography for the 
dance department. Phan rehearsed 
choreography with the company dur- 
ing the summer. 

“What I love about the company 
most is the dancers that come out of 
it,’ Phan said. “There’s no one uni- 
form dancer. [Jones] likes to have a 
unique collection of dancers, and I 
found that interesting.” 

Phan said that to set himself apart 
from the others, he approached the 
choreography rehearsals as if he was 
part of the company, treating the ap-

With Valentine’s Day right around 
the corner, some campus organizations 
are changing their agendas to the lan- 
guage of love. 

“Love is very special in the black 
community because it’s communicated 
in different ways,” Cal State Long Beach 
Africana Studies Student Association 
(ASSA) secretary Darrel Patterson said. 

In anticipation of Valentine’s Day, 
the ASSA hosted the event Occupy 
Love: A Black Male and Female Rela- 
tionships Panel Discussion on Monday 
night. The event dedicated time to the 
discussion of black relationships and 
their complexities. 

Romantic slow jams played to set the 
mood as the University Student Union 
ballroom gradually filled to its capacity. 
Many of the students filling the room at- 
tended the event hoping to gain insight 
into the success of black relationships. 

Freshman communication studies 
major Linda Brown said she attended 
the event to learn about her male coun- 
terparts and to hear a guys’ perspective 
on relationships. 

“I’m observing that the black man 
hasn’t been showing interest in the 
black woman,” Brown said. 

The event’s panel comprised of two 
ASSA officers and included Patterson; 
freshman journalism major Taylor Jef- 
frey; and junior environmental science 
major Darrel Patterson. 

The unity among members of ASSA 
was palpable as they spoke freely about 
their experiences and concerns as well 
as lessons learned about each other as 
individuals and as a community. 

The first questions asked addressed 


light matters, such as the ideal type of man 
or woman or places to meet singles. As 
time passed, however, questions became 
touchier and arguments grew hotter. 

Students passed around a microphone 
and discussed the importance of hon- 
esty and communication, the troubles of 
cheating and the differences between the 
terms “attractive” and “thirsty” when 
approaching the opposite sex. 

“Honestly bro, if you’ve got to mes- 
sage her on Facebook, it’s a wrap,” Pat- 
terson said. 

The questions became more open, 
and as the men and women originally 
arguing from opposite poles began to 
acquiesce, the room filled with nodding 
heads and utterances of affirmation. 

Casual banter then turned into pas- 
sionate monologues, backed by histori- 
cal and scientific evidence about black 
hardships and social issues. 

“A problem we have today is that we 
sexualize each other,” a voice said from 
the crowd. 

The discussion soon delved into the sci- 
entific aspect of relationships in general. 
Eyobe Abay, a senior microbiology major, 
vouched for men’s animalistic desires. 

“We are basically programmed to 
spread our seed and procreate,” Abay 
said. “For most of us men, we try to get 
that out of our system before we settle.” 

Jadon Past, one of the founders of 
ASSA, made a surprise visit to the 
event and stressed the importance of 
unity amongst blacks. He said that be- 
fore the civil rights movement, 80 per- 
cent of black families were whole, while 
today single-parented households are 
much more.common. 

“We continue to talk about sex, but 
we are not moving forward as a people,” 
he said. ; 

Taharka Anderson, a senior sociology 
major, questioned the difference between 
black and other racial relationships. 

“When we talk about relationships, 
we are talking about our identity and 
center as African American people,” 
Anderson said. “We need to understand 
the conditions of black people ... How 
is your union with someone else going 
to improve that condition?” 
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already had, not an opportunity he 
wanted. 

It worked. 

Three weeks before his last semes- 
ter ended, Phan received an email 
saying he had been accepted for the 
unpaid apprenticeship and that the 
company would be in touch when its 
tour ended and Phan moved to New 
York. 

“[Bill] was struck by the clarity of 
Chris’ dancing, his sensitivity, and his 
expressivity,” education director at the 
Bill T. Jones/Arnie Zane Dance Com- 
pany Leah Cox said via email. 

However, Phan’s Vietnamese back- 
ground and his family’s expectations 
for him to become a doctor or a lawyer 
made the journey to earn the appren- 
ticeship difficult at times. 

“Growing up was hard because I 
didn’t tell people I was dancing,” Phan 
said. “A lot of my friends didn’t know 
because I didn’t want them to think of 
me as weird or anything.” 

Phan started karate when he was 
five years old and continued to prac- 
tice the art until he received his black 
belt. At 13, he asked his parents if he 
could trade in his gi and pursue his 
passion for dance. 

“My dad always supported it,” Phan 
said. “He believed in the American 
way and you kind of have to do your 
own thing here. But they thought it 
was a hobby at first.” 

Since leaving karate behind, Phan 
has danced with several dance studios, 
including the St. Joseph’s Ballet Acad- 
emy, Cal Arts Ballet Pacifica, Focus 
Dance Center in Irvine and the San 
Francisco Dance Conservatory. 

Phan said it’s not easy living in New 
York. He said people only think of the 
“glamor and the fairy tale” of moving 
there to dance, but it’s very stressful 
compared to living in California. 

“If I had to come back and talk to 
the freshman class, I would tell them 
that dancing is not for the kind-heart- 
ed,” he said. “It’s ruthless. It’s hard, 
and you have to really, really want it.” 

When Phan wasn’t dancing, he 
worked alongside CSULB technical 
director and lighting designer Andrew 
Milhan for two years as his assistant.

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Cal State Long Beach students shocked 
by Pope Benedict XVI's resignation 


It has been 600 years 
since the last pope 
resigned.

Cal State Long Beach students said 
they were taken aback after hearing the 
news of Pope Benedict X VI’s resignation 
announcement — just in time for Lent. 

Benedict resigned on Monday, ac- 
cording to a statement released by the 
Vatican and shared with cardinals. In 
the statement, Benedict cited advanced 
age as a reason for his resignation. 

Vatican Spokesman Reverend Fed- 
erico Lombardi said in a press con- 
ference that the pope’s resignation 
will not go into effect until Feb. 28. 
Lombardi said Benedict will hold a 
final audience on Feb. 27 in St. Peter’s 
Square in Vatican City. 

Lombardi also said that Benedict 
had a pacemaker, and its batteries 
were replaced three months ago. He 
also reiterated that Benedict’s resig- 
nation was not due to poor health but 
instead to frailty from advanced age. 

Benedict will be the first pope to step 
down from his position in six centuries, 
according to Vatican history references. 
He is the first to resign since Pope Greg- 
ory XII in 1415, 598 years ago. 

Elected as the 265th pope, Benedict 
succeeded Pope John Paul II following

Paul’s death in 2005. 

During his time as pope, Benedict 
dealt with the sex abuse scandal sur- 
rounding the Catholic Church and of- 
fered numerous public apologies for 
the Vatican’s lack of action regarding 
the priests who abused congregants, 
according to the Los Angeles Times. 
He is the first pope to meet with vic- 
tims of sexual abuse in person. 

According to religious studies pro- 
fessor F. Stanley Jones, Benedict has 
received more education and is more 
academically aware than previous 
popes. Several past popes who did not 
resign became senile, Jones said. 

“In my opinion, it is a good deci- 
sion for him to step down,” he said, 
explaining that Benedict’s resignation 
could set an example for future popes. 

CSULB freshman biology major 
Max Gonzalez said he was surprised 
by the decision. 

“T think he’s had a tough time and that 


the scandal took a lot out of him,” Gon- 
zalez said. “But I think it’s a good thing 
because it shows a sense of humility.” 

Freshman mechanical engineering 
major Herbert Can said he didn’t even 
know that a papal resignation was al- 
lowed. 

“T was shocked because I didn’t 
know it was possible,” Can said. 

However, not all students thought 
of Benedict’s resignation as big news. 

“Why do we need one man to tell us 
what to do in church?” senior criminal 
justice major Victor Marquez said. 

Marquez said he believes that if 
people want to study religion or faith, 
then they should read the Bible. 

Miguel Olivares, a freshman en- 
gineering major, said he thought that 
Benedict’s time was short, but he’s 
ready to see who will be next. 

“Hope for a better pope,” Olivares 
said.

Long Beach parks may get Wi-Fi

Long Beach surfers may soon be 
allowed to do what they love even in 
the natural environment of a local city 
park — on their laptops. 

‘The Long Beach City Council 
passed a preliminary measure last 
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week that could allow for the instal- 
lation of free Wi-Fi in city parks, ac- 
cording to Long Beach Vice Mayor 
Robert Garcia. © 

. “This is the next evolution of mak- 
ing Long Beach a tech city,” Garcia 
said. 

The passing of the preliminary 
measure, according to a City of Long 
Beach, allows for the city manager to 


report on what possible public or pri-_ 


vate partnerships can be used to fund 
the project. 
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Garcia said the details of installing 
Wi-Fi in parks are still in their prelimi- 
nary stage. 

“We haven’t decided how many 
[parks] yet,” Garcia said. 

If the measure is implemented, Gar- 
cia said he hopes that future parks will 
come with Wi-Fi already installed. 

Long Beach is currently installing 
free Wi-Fi at all public libraries, ac- 
cording to a press release. The Long 
Beach Airport and City Hall currently 
have free Wi-Fi.

The bill aims to protect juveniles 
from being submitted to exten- 
sive time in solitary confinement. 
Because teenagers’ brains are not 


fully developed, solitary confinement has a great effect on a young 
person. Research has shown that keeping a juvenile locked up and 


away for so long is unhealthy. 


The new bill is similar to Senator Leland Yee’s (D-San Fran- 
cisco) 2012 bill, Senate Bill 1363. However, this bill did not pass, 
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but Yee has agreed to push the new bill composed by Cianci and her complishment in of itself.

Psychology of stress is a class freshmen students should take 


As tedious as they are, general education 
requirements are meant to provide students with 
awareness of different disciplines and basic skills, 
such as writing, reading, critical thinking and an 
understanding of the world. 

Psychology of stress, an upper division 
course, however, should be among that group of 
required classes because stress management is 
a life skill. Stress affects the emotional, social, 
biological, behavioral and spiritual parts of an 
individual’s life. An unbalance in any of these 
components is critical because it offsets the rest 
of them. 

Being a 300-level course, the terms and bio- 
logical element are technical, but other aspects of 
the class are practical, such as time management 
strategies, relaxation techniques and personal 
reflection journals. 

This class would help freshmen to learn essen- 
tial life skills early on in their university career 
and as‘a result be able to cope with stress and 
time management. 
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For many freshmen, college is the first 
time they are forced to make many individual 
choices, such as food, sleeping routines, smok- 
ing and drinking. With many options and not 
enough information, students do not know why 
excessive habits like binge eating are red flags 
for anxiety. This class teaches how these habits 
are symptoms of unstable cortisol levels and a 
lack of control. 

While students may know 
the effects that these bad 
habits have on their bodies, 
such as teeth grinding, 
nail biting and smoking, they often don’t know 
that if ignored, bad habits could lead to diseases 
like cardiovascular disease, and eventually even 
death. 

We are often bombarded with the idea that time 
management is good for one’s academic career, 
but it is more about one’s well-being. 

Furthermore, students know that they 
should apply time management, but few know 
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exactly what methods to use in managing 
their time. Teaching students this early on 
will improve grades, confidence and school 
involvement. 

Though there are workshops on campus that 
help students to apply these methods, making 
this psychology of stress class a requirement 
would help students to be more attentive and 

realize the impact of stress 
on their bodies as well as the

individual. 

Breathing exercises are 
critical in showing students how to relax. 
While it many not seem significant, control- 
ling one’s breath aids in giving the individual a 
sense of regaining control. 

The class actually incorporates breathing 
exercises and other progressive muscle relax- 
ation techniques as a part of class time and 
weekly routine along with reflection journals 
for the students to practice and incorporate the 
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methods that work for them into their everyday 
lives. 

This class also teaches students how to strive 
towards a holistic balance between one’s bio- 
logical, spiritual, social, physical and cognitive 
components. © 

Besides learning how to budget time effec- 
tively and perform relaxing breathing techniques, 
a student would learn to identify his or her values 
and the actions he or she should take based on 
those values to lead to a more fulfilling and 
satisfactory life. : 

Finally, students are more likely to get involved 
on campus when they learn about how important 
support groups are in managing stress. Healthy 
lifestyles with balanced meals and exercise are 
some of the lessons one can take away from the 
class because of its detailed but supported studies 
and techniques.

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Artist explores gender in art through new student exhibit 


Female artist Annelie 
McKenzie pays tribute to 
famous male artists.

The role gender plays in the work of an artist is 
one of the many ideas explored in the new art ex- 
hibit featured in the Cal State Long Beach student 
galleries. 

A piece entitled “Art history (men’s issues)” is one 
of the many eye-catching pieces in graduate student 
Annelie McKenzie’s art exhibit “Between a Place and 
Candy.” According to McKenzie, the exhibit is her 
thesis show put on in order to meet the requirement 
for the Master of Fine Arts degree. 

“Between a Place and Candy” includes works from 
some well-known artists as well as some not-so-well- 
known artists. 

“It deals with different artists’ representations of 
romance,” McKenzie said. “I’m sort of ‘quoting’ art- 
ists from the past and incorporating it into my own 
work.” 

Creative references from works by Marie Lau- 
rencin, Pablo Picasso and Francisco Goya can be 
seen in McKenzie’s pieces. According to the exhibit 
annotated image list, her piece, “Art history (men’s 
issues),’ draws from 15 different artists such as, 
Jacques-Louis David, Jean-Honore Fragonard, Fran- 
cisco Goya and others. 

The fact that McKenzie draws influence from all 
male artists plays an important role in her work. 

“When I’m working with their subject matter, I’m 
thinking about whether their subject matter is femi- 
nine or masculine,” McKenzie said. “I’m a female art- 
ist, so I’m interested in those translations of gender as

I go through my process.” 

McKenzie alters traditional painting techniques 
which can be seen in “Art history (men’s issues).” 

“Usually black and white is something that sort 
of evokes a truthful or factual type of feeling, and 
color is usually more expressive,” McKenzie said. “I 
wanted to use black and white in an expressive way. 
That’s-why I’m piling up the paint and trying to make 
it corporal and bodily.” 

This technique of “piling up paint” in order to cre- 
ate a “bodily” image is present in most of McKenzie’s 
works. 


“It’s mostly paint, and I also add in some me- 
diums to extend it and make it thicker,” Mckenzie 
said while demonstrating her process. “There are 
painting butters and powders that you can mix in 
to sort of bulk it up more and give more body to 
the paint.” 

McKenzie said her exhibit showcases artists whom 
students probably haven’t heard of before. 

The exhibit will be open to public viewing on 
Wednesday from noon to 7 p.m. and Thursday from 
noon to 5 p.m. in the Max. L. Gatov Gallery located 
on upper campus.

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‘Niners set to take on Titans in blacked-out Pyramid 


LBSU and Cal State 
Fullerton will face off 
on Blackout Night.

The Pyramid is calling for a blackout. 

Looking to keep its 23-game home 
win streak against Big West Confer- 
ence opponents alive, the Long Beach 
State men’s basketball team will host 
Cal State Fullerton tonight at the Wal- 
ter Pyramid. 

On Blackout Night, fans are being 
asked to wear black, and t-shirts will be 
given out at the game. 

If The Beach (14-9, 10-2 Big West) 
is to earn a season sweep of the Titans 
(12-11, 5-6 Big West), it will begin on 
the defensive end. 

Fullerton boasts the nation’s fourth- 
best offensive attack, as it averages 81.8 
points per game. It also ranks 12th in the 
country with a .486 shooting percentage. 

The Titans are anchored by D.J. 
Seeley and Kwame Vaughn, who rank 
first and second on the team in all three 
major offensive categories (points, re- 
bounds and assists). 

Seeley is tied with Corey Hawkins of 
UC Davis for the Big West in scoring, av- 
eraging 19.3 points a night. He also aver- 
ages 4.8 rebounds and 3.9 assists per game. 

Vaughn is third in the conference in 
scoring, tallying 18 points per game to 
go with 4.6 boards and 4.2 dimes.

After scoring 21 points in Saturday’s 
win over Cal State Northridge, Ennis 
has now put up double figures 28 games 
in a row. He has also scored 20 or more 
points seven times this season. 

The ‘Niners defeated Fullerton 81-71 
on the road last month without forward 
Dan Jennings, who was suspended from 
the game for a bad attitude in practice. 
LBSU will have Jennings this time 
around and will also be in the comfort- 
able surroundings of the Walter Pyra- 
mid, where it has won seven straight. 

Sophomore guard Mike Caffey said 
the team can learn from its last road trip 
and become stronger moving forward. 
The 49ers lost to Hawaii and came from

We’ve always got to come 
out, away or home, and play hard wher- 
ever we’re at. We’ve got our confidence 
back going into next week.” 

LBSU head coach Dan Monson said 
after Saturday’s game that the team is 
still trying to lock down its true identity. 

“A game like Hawaii is going to go 
one direction or the other,” he said. “It’s 
either going to dismantle a team or bring 
it closer, and hopefully it did the latter.” 

Monson is one win away from num- 
ber 100 at Long Beach State. The sixth- 
year coach is 99-86 since taking over. 

Tip-off is set for 8 p.m., and the game 
will be televised on ESPNU. 
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James Ennis (11) scored a game-high 23 points in an 81-71 Long
